Council candidates begin 
to solidify on issues

Differences of opinion on some of the 
key issues in the coming Lompoc City 
Council election began to solidify among 
some of the eight candidates during a 
public forum Thursday night at the 
Presbyterian Church, moderated by 
Pastor Ken Boyd. 
For Hie most part, the information im­ 
parted by the candidates in their opening 
statements and in answer to specific 
questions was changed little from 
previous forum appearances, but some 
new elements did show up in the 
questioning. 
Here is a summary of viewpoints ex­ 
pressed during the meeting by each of 
the candidates: 
BURNHAM TRUMAN - “ The dam 
hanging over Lompoc’s head has been 
put down. The city should get its sup­ 
plemental water from wells and from 
Lake Cachuma. He is not in favor of the 
county split, the chief disadvantage be­ 
ing the expense. Capital improvements 
should be done when the city can afford 
them. A city hall and fire department 
complex should be built on vacant land 
and the present city hall used for senior 
citizens. 
Annexation of nearby 
territories should be done if and when 
the areas are willing to come into the 
city ; it is to the city's advantage to an­ 
nex. If there are vacant spaces in the 
schools to be closed, they should be used 
for senior citizens. Boys’ Club and Girls 
Club and similar activities. He would 


like to see the city receive a share of the 
liquor tax. 
EA R L CO LLINS - The Central 
Avenue industrial park should be set up 
and the chamber and Lompoc Economic 
Development Association given a free 
hand in attracting industry to town. 
Spending should be curtailed, with only 
essential items done. An unintentional 
barrier between the people and the coun­ 
cil should be eliminated by allowing 
citizens to have a greater role in council 
decisions, notably those involving large 
outlays of cash. He does not feel the city 
is over-staffed. 
JO E VALENCIA - Lompoc’s power 
station should be upgraded to receive 
electricity more economically, and the 
water reserves enhanced by another 
three-million gallon capacity reservoir. 
An industrial park is needed to end the 
city’s dependence on Vandenberg AFB 
and to help provide jobs for graduates to 
keep them here. There are not enough 
facilities to accommodate citizens’ in­ 
creasing leisure time; the city needs a 
new gymnasium and a new ball field. 
The city should work within the budget 
and grant money 
should be used to 
benefit all. City hall is not over-staffed. 
To save on taxes, non-city projects such 
as the YMCA should not get city funds, 
some equipment should be rented in­ 
stead of purchased and mid-sized cars 
used for police instead of large cars. 
CHARLES WARD - The city should 
be more flexible on industry. Closest 
water is best, and if wells are the 
Ford revokes old order 
on Japanese relocation 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Exactly 34 
years after President Franklin 
Roosevelt signed executive order 9066 
forcing 100.000 Japanese-Americans to 
be relocated from their homes. Presi­ 
dent Ford revoked the order, calling the 
action one “ of our national mistakes.” 


Signed on Feb. 19. 1942. the order was 
effectively terminated at the end of 
World War II. but many Japanese- 
Americans voiced concern that it could 
again be invoked because it was never 
formally canceled. 


President Ford marked the anniver­ 
sary of that “ very, very sad day in 
American history” Thursday by signing 
a proclamation terminating the order at 
a ceremony attended by leading 
Japanese-Americans. 


“ We know now that that executive 
order was wrong and the Japanese- 
Americans were and are loyal,’ Ford 
said. 


Late in 1944, Maj. Gen. H. Conger 
Pratt, the Western Defense Command 


chief, said those determined loyal to the 
United States could return to their 
former homes in the coastal areas of 
California. Oregon and Washington. But 
the move was opposed by residents of 
those states. 
The California State Grange called the 
move “ extremely dangerous and ill­ 
advised” and pledged to use “ all 
peaceable, but vigorous means, to pre­ 
vent the return of the Japanese 


A report published in January, 1944, by 
Rep. Martin Dies. D-Tex., chairman of 
the special House Un-American Ac­ 
tivities Committee, charged that the 
Japanese “ had detailed information on 
U.S. naval craft and military installa­ 
tions in Pearl Harbor, the Philippines, 
the Panama Canal Zone and Alaska . ” 
And the same day of the report, 
American Legion Commander Warren 
H. Atherton called for deporting all 
Japanese nationals in the United States 
“ as soon as possible” because “ 50 years 
of trial has proved that they can never be 
assimilated.”

ED RODGERS — Every problem con­ 
fronting the city — senior citizen 
building, community growth, airport ex­ 
tension. sewage plant, encouraging in­ 
dustry. downtown revitalization, water, 
and capital improvements — all require 
engineering knowledge He wants, as an 
engineer, to be the people’s personal 
technical representative on the council. 
He favors Salsipuedes dam. and a 
Cachuma pipeline He would like to see 
more vocational training to solve youth 
job problems. He says Vandenberg join­ 
ing the wastewater plant is not 
“ freeloading " 
ALBERTA MORGAN - She missed 
the last two public forums because she 
felt council agenda items were more im­ 
portant. She opposes the city ’s spending 
of street and sidewalk money needed 
elsewhere on downtown revitalization 
and is opposed to VAFB joining the 
wastewater plant as a free ride. City 
council should be more responsive to 
citizen wishes and let them be a part of 
the decision-making instead of saying 
“ Here it is” on meeting nights She op­ 
poses closing of Miguelito and La Mesa 
schools. She would like to see “ fewer 
chiefs and more Indians 
in city hall. 
City should pursue revenue sharing more 
diligently and spend more wisely. 
JOHN PETO — Responsive govern­ 
ment is a two-way street. If citizens 
want council to respond, they should 
provide a stimulus. Council should 
provide citizens with a monthly report in 
utility bills and give public a chance to 
share in discussion of agenda items. 
Youth jobs and youth crime are in­ 
terrelated. He would like to see the city 
participate in a Youth Conservation 
Corps to provide jobs and speed up 
“ agonizingly slow” park development. 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Declining 
prices for food, gasoline, fuel oil and new 
cars held the cost of living to an 0.4 per 
cent increase in January, the Labor 
Department reported today. 
The postal rate increase and boosts in 
the cost of medical care and household 
services— with the exception of rent- 
accounted for most of the upward pres­ 
sure in the first inflation report of 1976. 
the department said. 
It said the January rise of 0.4 per cent 
in the Consumer Price Index compared 
with an average monthly increase of 0.6 
per cent for the final three months of 
1975 Retail prices in January were 6.8 
per cent higher than a year ago. 
The C PI consists of three broad 
categories. The food sector fell 0.2 per 
cent from Decem ber. Non-food 
commodities—cars, appliances, clothing 
—increased only 0.2 per cent for the 
lowest rise in more than a year. But the 
Ford campaigns 
with attacks 
in snowy N.H. 


DOVER. N.H. (U PI) - President 
Ford, campaigning hard and late in 
snowy New Hampshire, attacked 
Congress and the Supreme Court today 
and told campaign workers “ we’re going 
to win” next Tuesday’s primary battle 
with Ronald Reagan. 
He said the virtual communist 
takeover in Angola was Congress’ fault 
and that the high court was wrong in ban­ 
ning public school prayer. Some judges. 
he added, “ do not understand” the school 
busing problem. 
The President and First Lady Betty 
Ford, nearing the end of a two-day trip 
seeking votes against Republican 
Reagan, got a warm midday welcome 
from the 1,700-student body of Dover 
High School. 
“ One of the most important things for 
a person in public life, is candor, 
frankness and complete, total honesty,” 
said Ford, who Thursday night accused 
Reagan of advocating ‘‘backdoor 
socialism.” 
“ I don’t believe in promising more 
than we can produce,” Ford said. 
To many of the campaign workers he 
met along the way during his two-day 
swing. Ford said, “ We’re going to win.” 
Following his appearance at the high 
school. Ford signed autographs and 
shook hands at a store front campaign 
headquarters. Then he motored to a 
motel for lunch with political advisers, 
former Sen. Henry Cabot Lodge and 
former New Hampshire Gov. Walter 
Peterson. 
Ford had a busy morning and got 
enthusiastic receptions wherever he 
went. 
“ There has been a tendency by the 
Congress to hamstring the President 
from moving quickly,” Ford told a 
Chamber of Commerce breakfast meet­ 
ing here.

The Labor Department said pork and 
poultry p rices, w hich dropped 
• sharply.” coupled with sm aller 
declines for beef and fresh vegetables to 
contribute to the dip in food prices. 
Among non-food commodities, there 
were price increases for appliances, 
floor coverings, tobacco products, used 
cars. clothing and grooming goods such 
as shampoos and shaving cream But 
falling prices for new cars. gasoline, 
motor oil. fuel oil and coal nearly offset 
these rises. 
The consumer’s pocketbook was hit 
hardest for services with unusually high 
increases for auto insurance, medical in­ 
surance, postage stamps, hospital and 
doctors’ bills. 
The department said automobile in­ 
surance increased 5.7 per cent — an an­ 
nual rate of about 68 per cent — while 


auto registration fees charged by state 
and local governments rose 1.5 per cent. 
Auto repairs increased 1.3 per cent. 
Hospitals charged 2.2 per cent more 
while doctors increased their rates by 0.7 
per cent. 
The 3 cent increase in first class 
postage sent the postage index up 24.6 
per cent from December. 
Within the food category, baked goods 
increased for the first time in six months 
and restaurant meals rose 0.8 per cent 
for their biggest gains in nearly a year. 
But these increases were not enough to 
offset the declines in foods that comprise 
the largest part of the average 
American's diet. 
The report came after President 
Ford's top economic adviser said Thurs­ 
day that unemployment and inflation are 
declining And the Commerce Depart­ 
ment reported that the real Gross 
National Product rose 4.9 per cent in the 
last quarter of 1975. 
Nixons off to China 
on visit anniversary 


LOS ANGELES (U P I) - Richard Nix­ 
on and his wife flew to China today for a 
second visit to the site of one of the most 
historic moves of his administration. 
An Air China Boeing 707 with the Nix­ 
ons and several aides aboard took off 
from Los Angeles International Airport 
at 9:20 a m. PST on the trip to Peking 
which was expected to take about 20 
hours. 
The visit comes four years to the day 
after the former president’s first visit to 
Peking which led to establishing rela­ 
tions between the United States and the 
People’s Republic of China for the first 
time in 20 years. 
Nixon looked tan and rested as he got 
out of a limousine at the ramp of the 
plane after a 90-minute drive from his 
oceanside home at San Clemente. There 
was no sign of any limp from the 
phlebitis which nearly took his life short­ 
ly after he resigned the presidency in dis­ 
grace 18 months ago. 
Neither Nixon nor his wife. Pat, paid 
any attention to approximately 60 
members of the news media on hand for 
the takeoff. The public was barred from 
the scene, a remote area of the airport 
used for loading freight planes. 
Nixon was wearing a dark blue suit 
with an American flag in the lapel, a 


white shirt and a subdued red-blue 
striped tie. His wife was wearing a 
turquoise coat with a brown fur collar. 
The Nixons left their home at 7; 30 a m. 
in a five-car caravan and stopped briefly 
at the Marriott Hotel near the airport 
before proceeding to the airplane ramp. 
Two Chinese officials were in the 
limousine with them and several other 
Chinese greeted them at the foot of the 
ramp. The Nixons chatted with the of­ 
ficials for a few moments, then 
proceeded up the ramp and went directly 
into the plane. The usual familiar Nixon 
two-handed wave was missing. 
An airport spokesperson said the Boe­ 
ing 707, which has a capacity of more 
than IOO passengers, was carrying 41 
persons, including a crew of 17. Nixon’s 
party had 20 persons, including aides and 
Secret Service personnel. Three Chinese 
officials were on the flight, as were two 
U. S. Air Force officers, a navigator and 
a pilot, who boarded the plane in Tokyo 
on its way to this country and will leave 
the jet when it reaches Tokyo. 
The plane is scheduled to make a one- 
hour stop in Anchorage before flying on 
to Tokyo where Chinese Ambassador to 
Japan Chen Chu is scheduled to greet the 
former president.

SAN FRANCISCO (U PI) - Patricia 
Hearst admitted today under cross- 
examination that even her roommate 
Wendy Yoshimura suggested she get in 
touch with her parents during her last 
days as a fugitive. 
Miss Hearst. who on her 22nd birthday 
got a fancy birthday cake from a spec­ 
tator at her bank robbery trial and extra 
security because of a death threat, said 
she rejected the suggestion because she 
feared William and Emily Harris would 
kill them both. 
Prosecutor James L. Browning Jr. 
hammered away at Miss Hearst’s failure 
to seek help or try to escape during the 
times she was separated from the two 
surviving members of the Symbionese 
Liberation Army. 
Browning asked if she took orders 
from Miss Yoshimura, a fugitive who 
was captured with her in a San Francisco 
apartment last Sept. 18, or was afraid of 
her. Miss Hearst answered no. 
“ Did she suggest that you contact your 
parents?” the prosecutor asked. 
“ Yes.” 
“ Why didn’t you.” 
“ I couldn’t, because the Harrises knew 
where we lived.” 
“ But they were more than a mile away 
weren’t they?” 
“ Yes. It didn’t matter. If I had done 
anything like that and if they had found 
that Wendy suggested it, they would 
have killed us both.” 
She admitted Miss Yoshimura also 


suggested going to another area and call­ 
ing her parents, thinking that would be 
safe. But Miss Hearst again said she 
didn’t do it because of fear. 


Browning brought up Miss Hearst’s 
birthday during his interrogation, asking 
first if it was today and then if she knew 
the birthdays of her parents and four 
sisters He got her to admit she never 
sent any of them birthday cards or other 
messages during her life underground. 
A spectator at the trial, Susan Gill, a 
San Francisco State College student, 
brought a large birthday cake with a pic­ 
ture of Miss Hearst made in frosting and 
the words. “ Happy Birthday, Patty.” 
Defense attorney Al Johnson said he 
would try to get permission to deliver it 
to the defendant. 
Miss Hearst was brought to court un­ 
der tighter security than usual following 
a telephoned threat that she would be 
killed on her way in from San Mateo 
County Jail to the Federal Building in 
San Francisco. 
Browning stepped up his attack on her 
failure to take advantage of her oppor­ 
tunities to get away, often dropping the 
courtly courtesy he showed Thursday for 
dry sarcasm. 
He won admissions from her that she 
was not a submissive person prior to her 
kidnaping — having disputes with her 
parents and teachers and beginning her 
relationship with ex-fiance Steven Weed 
at

$1.3 million, 60-unit 
apartment project nears 


Building permits are being prepared 
for a 60-unit, $1.3 million apartment 
development at Walnut Avenue and 
Third Street, first of a series of develop­ 
ments that will add an estimated $5 
million to Lompoc’s new construction. 
City building official Bill Cruse said he 
expected to issue permits next week on 
the 60-unit project which is planned for 
the southwest comer of Walnut Avenue 
and Third Street by the Wacot Co., of Ox­ 
nard. 
Plans call for a variety of recreational 
features including a putting green, and 


horseshoe pits. Final plan checks were 
being made today, Cruse said. 
Building permits are also ready to go 
to eight new homes in scattered loca­ 
tions, and work is well advanced on a 121- 
unit home development in the northwest 
sector of Lompoc along the Santa Ynez 
River, Cruse said. 
In addition to all these projects, Cruse 
said the 125-unit apartment development 
planned adjacent to Miguelito Channel is 
also on course. The latter project is plan­ 
ned for mid summer construction, Cruse 
said. 


Council candidates 
Morgan asks citizen input

Alberta Morgan, the only 
woman in a field of eight can­ 
didates for the two vacancies on 
the Lompoc City Council, is 
campaigning on a “citizen in­ 
put " platform 
Mrs Morgan. 
SO. lives at 
813 W College Ave. She is a 
former school teacher 
“Communication is the coun­ 
cil's listening and giving the 
people an answer and reacting 
to their needs." said Mrs 
Morgan “ I don't think this is 
happening at any level of 
government at this time " 
"Very seldom" she added, 
“are participants put into the 
minutes as to what their con­ 
tributions to the meetings have 
been. Answers frequently are 
not forthcoming and when they 
are. they favor the government 
entity you are speaking to. 
“ I just feel that all of our 
representatives have forgotten 
or don t understand what the 
term representative' means," 
she said. 
She made reference to the 
formation following the last 
council election of a citizen in­ 
put committee which came up 
with a number of recommenda­ 
tions for better communication 
between the council and the 
public. She feels the council has 
not gone far enough in im­ 
plementing these suggestions 
“The council must see to the 
general needs of the people and 
change priorities to serve more 
than just one segment of the 
people." she said 
Her position on various other 
issues posed by questions in The 
Record's interview were stated 
as follows: 
Water — “The council must 
work with the water agency and 
do much differently than it 
already has The agency wants 
to look into going by way of 
Ventura to get state water for a 
tem porary 10-year period. 
Harrell 
Fletcher, supervisor 
from Santa Maria, and I and 
maybe two others feel we 
should come by way of San Luis 
Obispo to get imported water, 
Is that is a permanent route In 
IO years jflien we ho longer get 
Venturariwatar* where would we 
be9 Those sitting on the agency 
from Lompoc at present... who 
are going for 10-year temporary 
water are not doing Lompoc 
justice We are losing a million 
dollars a month by not making a 
firm decision on getting im- 
ported water. Tile (Question has 
been before them for years.” 
Capital im provem ents — 
“The council has been spending 
our money on downtown

revitalization, and I know they 
want to spend it on a city hall. 
fire station and an industrial 
park They've been spending all 
our money on capital improve­ 
ments and ignoring the people’s 
needs 
such as helping senior 
citizens with their center and 
helping the youth get their 
center as well as help them 
with employment. 
“We need an industrial incen­ 
tive of some kind to bring in in­ 
dustry or some kind of corpora­ 
tion that will provide a number 
of jobs, not just upgrading old 
buildings or a small business 
that will add only one employe. 
Last year at graduation time 
the unemployment rate was 35 
to 40 per cent of the youth. It is 
grossly unfair to expect all of 
our young people to leave the 
community to find jobs 
It 
leaves the city without the 
vitality of youth that it needs." 
Lompoc Economic Develop­ 
ment Association — “You can’t 
help them until you change 
enough of the city's policies to 
o ffe r 
in d u c e m e n ts 
to 
developers to come in It costs 
about $10,000 more per acre to 
start a business in Lompoc than 
it does in Santa Maria, so 
naturally anyone looking into 
the area is going to go to Santa 
Maria 
We’re wasting our 
money on LEDA at the present 
time." 
Mrs 
Morgan claim s the 
brochures produced by LEDA 
and the Chamber of Commerce 
are c o n c e n tra ted in Los 
Angeles and advertisements 


are geared to attracting in­ 
dustrial “giants " She added: 


“ I can't see where we can 
make industry a priority at the 
present time even with our un­ 
employment because of the 
water situation 
People here 
are unable to afford to water 
their lawns and here we’re talk­ 
ing about sharing our water 
with everybody else I feel we 
should discontinue LEDA until 
we get our water problem 
solved You don’t search for in­ 
dustry until you’re ready for 
it.” 


City taxes — “ If the city had 
used some of that revenue shar­ 
ing on proper priorities, they 
wouldn't have had to ask so 
much money from the people. 
On that $16 million sewer plant 
they didn’t watch the contract 
and in just a few weeks there 
was an overrun 


“ They also should watch 
other government entities that 
affect the citizens." she said, 
citing schools and 
big spen­ 
ding’ on what she termed un­ 
necessary items coming from 
Santa Barbara. “ I didn’t hear 
one sound from our council, but 
all of these items (a $300,000 
animal shelter, a half-million 
dollar m unicipal court, a 
million-dollar SAVE project) 
had to be dropped. If the council 
is in a position to represent 
their citizens, they also should 
try to get the other agencies to 


keep in line 
“The idea of saving taxes is 
w atching how you spend. 
Wanting three assistants. for 
our city a d m in istra to r is 
something that should be looked 
into very closely. Tile attending 
of conventions is always a case 
of over spending We’re going 
way beyond the benefits to 
some people than some tax­ 
payers even on a very high in­ 
come are unable to supply for 
themselves " 
Ongoing city programs - 
“ I’m totally dissatisfied with 
giving any more money to 
downtown revitalization. It’s 
wonderful to have a beautiful 
city but if the aged people can’t 
get out to look at it, then it 
doesn’t benefit everybody. And 
when you’re working on only 
two or three blocks downtown, 
you’re far from benefiting all 
your citizens. The c ity 's 
priorities are all mixed up. 
They’re set primarily for the 
businessman." 


She feel the city is doing a 
good job of providing recreation 
for those who want athletics but 
not for those preferring other 
leisure activities 


“As for street maintenance," 
she said, “we don’t have enough 
streets to maintain. And trees 
— wow! We have only four tree- 
trimmers for all the trees in 
town and they wonder why they 
have to butcher the trees. Trees 
are a good project, but there 
are others that require greater 
attention." 


On other subjects. Mrs. 
Morgan said she is in favor of 
the city's participation in the 
Northern California Power 
Agency, is opposed to the city's 
getting into the cable television 
business, favors collective 
bargaining for city employes 
and took the fifth amendment 
on her preference for the board 
of supervisors.

zone off the Gaviota-Refugio 
area.

County Supervisor James M.

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Congress upholds 
job bill veto 


WASHINGTON (UPI I — By a 
margin of three Senate votes, 
Congress has upheld President 
Ford's veto of a $6 2 billion jobs 
bill along with an important 
part of his economic philoso­ 
phy 
The bill. which Democrats 
said would create 655,000 jobs, 
mostly through public works 
projects, and which Ford had 
denounced as a "election year 
pork barrel" and a "hoax," was 
defeated Thursday in a see-saw 
sequence of voting. 
First the House voted 319 to 
96 to override Ford’s veto, 41 
more than the two-thirds 
needed to override. 
Hours later, the Senate voted 
63 to 35 in favor of an override, 
three votes short of the require­ 
ment. 
Ford was told of his victory 
while flying to New Hampshire 
to campaign. He called the 
Senate action "commendable,” 
and thanked legislators who 
"stood firm against enormous 
political pressures." 
Ford reiterated his position 
that the best way to create jobs 
is to "pursue balanced econom­ 
ic policies that encourage the 
growth of the private sector 
without risking a new round of 
inflation." He said, "This is the 
core of my economic policy.” 
Earlier in the day, House 
Majority Leader Thomas P. 
O’Neill Jr. had commented that 
the dispute involved "two fun­ 


damentally different economic 
philosophies.” He said the 
Democrats’ philosophy was. 
"Put the jobless to work." 
A spokesman for the AFL- 
CIO, meeting in Bal Harbor, 
Fla., called the outcome "a 
tragic loss to unemployed 
workers, for communities that 
are badly in need of financial 
assistance and for the economy 
which needed the stimulus that 
this bill would have provided." 
At least four other proposals 
for dealing with unemployment 
remain in contention in Con­ 
gress: 
— Another $6 billion bill to 
create public service jobs in 
state and local governments 
has passed the House and is 
pending in the Senate. 
— Sen. Robert P. Griffin and 
Rep Gary Brown, both Michi­ 
gan Republicans, are pushing a 
proposal to add 1760 million to 
an existing community develop­ 
ment program, to create 63,000 
jobs this year. Ford has backed 
the proposal. 
— The vetoed WH included 
$1.5 billion in budget aid to keep 
state and local governments 
from having to lay off existing 
employes, and this could be re­ 
offered as a separate WU. 
— Rep. Brock Adams, D- 
Wash., proposed this week that 
the federal government subsi­ 
dize part of the wages of newly 
employed workers for three 
years as an incentive to hiring.

Search in Catskills 
for Patty hideaway 


JEFFERSO N VILLE, 
NY. 
(UPI) — A tiny one-room house 
near an old creamery in the 
Catskill Mountains is believed 
to be the place where Patricia 
Hearst took refuge during part 
of the summer of 1974. 
Questioned Thursday by re­ 
porters from the Middletown 
Times Herald Record, some 
residents of the Sullivan County 
community of Jeffersonville, 
N Y., said they recalled two 
men and four women living in 
the converted farmhouse dur­ 
ing part of that summer. The in­ 
formants asked that their 
A im e s be w ithheld. 
One of them said a woman 
among those living in the 
farmhouse appeared to be 
Oriental. When Miss Hearst 
was apprehended in San Fran­ 
cisco she was in the company of 
Wendy 
Yoshim ura, 
an 
American-Oriental artist. 
M iss H earst te stifie d 
Wednesday at her bank robbery 
trial in San Francisco that she 
spent several weeks in 1974 on a 
farm near JeffersonviUe. 


The tiny building is behind the 
deserted creamery just off 
County Route 127. To reach it 
requires a drive down a muddy 
lane and there is not much to 
see after one arrives at the 
rough-boa rd structure. 


A look through the window 
reveals a deck-like second 
floor. There is a mattress on 
the floor, and kitchen and cook­ 
ing utensils. A book rack along 


one wall contains several New 
York State legislative manuals 
and a poster on the wall shows a 
man apparently smoking a 
cigarette. 
According to the tax charts of 
the Town of Callicoon, the 
owners are listed as Ira, Eliot 
and Bev Nerenberg and Amy 
Jaffee. all of Canton, Conn. At­ 
tempts to reach the listed 
owners resulted in a connection 
with a man at the telephone 
listed to Eliot Nerenberg. 
The man said he would not 
comment. 
"We think it best not to say 
anything. We think it best not to 
do so until we talk to the law 
authorities," the man said. 
There was little surprise 
among the 400 residents that 
Miss Hearst allegedly stayed in 
the area but few had any idea 
where she might have been. 
Most of the village’s 400 resi­ 
dents reacted with surprise to 
Miss Hearst's account of ber 
stay in Jeffersonville. They said 
they had no idea where she 
might have stayed. 
" I ’ve been trying to figure out 
myself where it could have 
been," one man told UPI. 
"There are quite a few farms 
out here with a lot of hippies on 
them, but God, I just don’t 
know which one she could have 
stayed at." 
William Anderson, who owns 
a television repair shop, said 
several communes were set up 
in Jeffersonville after the 
Woodstock festival in 1969. 


Money tree 
slated for 
destruction 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - 'Hie 
rarest of spectacles is unfolding 
in Washington. A government 
agency is preparing to chop 
down the money tree. 
The Federal Election Com­ 
mission, in business less than a 
year, has only one more week of 
authority to approve presi­ 
dential campaign subsidies 
provided in the 1974 federal 
election law. 


The Supreme Court ruled 
Jan. 30 that the law giving the 
FEC authority to certify the 
payment of campaign matching 
funds was constitutionally 
defective. It gave Congress un­ 
til March I to fix it up, after 
which the FEC as presently set 
up could no longer approve sub­ 
sidy payments or issue formal 
legal opinions and binding 
regulations. 


Congress is working on the 
problem, but there is no as­ 
surance it will settle on a way 
to continue the FEC in its pre­ 
sent form. So the six-member 
commission has been busy all 
month clearing the decks, 
mostly by approving subsidy 
requests 
from 
the 
12 
Democrats and Republicans 
eligible for matching funds. 


The court decision left the 
FEC with a number of respon­ 
sibilities. including the collec­ 
tion of campaign finance 
reports and the investigation of 
violations. But even though it 
isn t actually going out of 
business, an atmosphere 
smacking of the last days of 
Pompeii has pervaded recent 
commission meetings. 


Thursday, the commission 
approved $92,175 in campaign 
subsidies to five Democratic 
candidates and set next Mon­ 
day as the cutoff for candidates 
to submit requests for funds to 
be certified. 


The commission already is 
planning, if necessary, to meet 
on Sunday, Feb. 29, to certify 
matching fund payments, with 
$2.3 million already submitted 
for approval. 


With whatever comes in by 
the close of business Monday, 
the total paid out since Jan. I 
could reach $10 million by 
March I. Its staff has said 
arrangments can be made with 
the Treasury Department to is­ 
sue checks for candidates 
within a few hours after FEC 
approval.

pensions 
At least one independently 
wealthy lawmaker describes 
himself as a millionaire and 
others indicate they either are 
millionaires or are close to it. 
The business of making laws 
also attracts those whose only 
reported wealth is their 
homes, an economic status that 
easily fits millions of Californi­ 
ans they represent. 
In financial disclosure state­ 
ments required by the Water­ 
gate-spawned state Political 
Reform Act, lawmakers opened 
for public scrutiny private 
details of their 1975 outside in­ 
comes. investments and prop­ 
erty holdings. 
The reports do not list 
specific dollar amounts but do 
require elected officials to in­ 
dicate property and invest­ 
ments in excess of $100,000. 
between $10.000-$100.000. and 
less than $10,000 
The reports show that 48 of 
the 80-member Assembly and 
26 of the 40-member Senate 
received outside income, vary­ 
ing from less than $1,000 for 
teaching a college course to 
more than $10,000 in lucrative 
stock investments. 
The “ statem ents of 
economic interests’’ also 
showed that many lawmakers 
who invest prefer real estate, 
utilities and oil. 
When voters approved crea­ 
tion of a "full-time" legislature 
a decade ago, they endorsed the 
concept that a professional 
salary (now $21,120) would 
make the lawmakers less 
dependent on income from out­ 
side sources and less subject to 
special interest influence. 
Most critics seem agreed that 
this has occurred and that the 
legislature of 1976 is far and 
away more independent than 
the legislature of 1966 
Assemblyman Jim Keysor. 
D-Sepulveda, who specializes in 
legislation relating to elections, 
estimates his wealth in excess 
of $1 million, all of it from a 
family-owned company that 
manufactures plastics for 
phonograph records. 
Assemblyman Alan Sieroty. 
D-Los Angeles, whose closest 
colleagues believe him to be the 
wealthiest man in the legis­ 


lature owns one of the thickest 
blue-chip portfolios, including

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Push under way for 
rural development 


Water 
rationing 
nears 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - A 
group of rural House members 
is preparing to push legislation 
designed to force the adminis­ 
tration into a more active role 
in planning for rural economic 
development, 
congressional 
sources report. 
The pending legislation, 
drafted by members of the 
Congressional Rural Caucus, 
would put new teeth into an ex­ 
isting law which requires the 
Secretary of Agriculture to sub­ 
mit annual reports to Congress 
on progress in improving the 
rural economy and on goals for 
future progress. 
Standing ,alone, the reports 
would do little to improve 
economic prospects in rural 
areas so they can continue re­ 
cent progress in halting or 
reversing the flow of people 
into big cities. Backers of the 
legislation, however, believe 
that a stronger stand on the an­ 
nual reports would help lay the 


groundwork for concrete action 
on issues like expanding federal 
spurs to new rural industry and 
community improvement 
projects. 
Rural caucus leaders say that 
if Agriculture Secretary Elarl L. 
Butz is forced to draft timely 
and specific annual develop­ 
ment reports including specific 
goals, he will be forced to pay 
more attention to the problems 
involved. Also, they contend, 
Butz would be given a stronger 
hand in persuading other ad­ 
ministration officials to put 
more emphasis on measures to 
aid rural areas. 
Caucus spokesmen indicated 
they were particularly con­ 
cerned with the administra­ 
tion’s failure so far to spell out 
specific rural development 
goals.

Rain-making 
story related 


V ance 
N ew co m b , 
r e se a r c h in g 
material for Lompoc Valley Historical 
Society shares an item of special interest 
at this time of rain following a long local 
drought. 


W.S. (Bill! McKay, second owner of 
the society's pioneer home, tried to 
break a drought 78 years ago. he reveals 
Someone in the San Joaquin Valley had 
come up with a rain-making formula 
McKay and Tom Foggarty went to the 
valley and bought the formula. Farmers 
and ranchers had promised them a fat 
fee if they produced rain 


The two set up shop on the south hill by 
the cemetery and brought in their secret 
formula. They got all the cut nails Gury 
and Moore had in stock. The formula and 
iron nails were boiled for ten days — no 
rain was produced but the fumes killed 
all the crows and other birds within a 
radius of a mile or more! 


There were several serious droughts in 
the 19th century. In 1862-63 it did not rain 
for 17 months. The second winter of 
Lompoc's colony only three inches of 
rain fell and the pioneers were in bad 
shape that year. 


But there were years such as 1911 
when it rained so much that San Julian 
cattle sunk into the mud and had to be sl­ 
aughtered for their hides.

It was in 1775 that Lt. Col Jaun Bautista De Anza of the 
Army of His Majesty King Charles the III of Spain was 
commissioned to bring the first large party of settlers 
overland up the coast of California to San Francisco Bay. 
This overland expedition was the greatest single move­ 
ment of settlers during the entire Spanish period of 
California history. 
De Anza left Horcasitas. Mexico in September 1775 and 
arrived at San Francisco Bay in March 1776. It was on 
February 28. 1776 that he and his followers arrived at the 
Rio Santa Rosa (today the Santa Ynez River) where they 
stayed overnight. 
Re-enactment of De Anza’s expedition 200 years later is 
California’s official bicentennial activity. On February 
28. 1976 horsemen and walkers will arrive in Lompoc 
Valley at approximately 4 p.m. to the tolling of La 
Purisima Mission bells. This will officially open Lom­ 
poc’s participation in the California bicentennial activity. 
At the mission. Al Pico, descendant of Santiago Pico, a 
member of the original expedition, will assume the role 
of Juan Bautista De Anza. receiving the mochilla (saddle 
coven which has passed from rider to rider since the 
beginning celebration in Mexico City last August. 
Pico will portray De Anza until Monday when he will 
turn over the mochilla to the next rider at the San Luis 
Obispo County line.

A state Department of Health 
report disclosed that children 
from I to 8 years old in the Los 
Angeles and San Francisco 
areas had lead levels IO times 
normal, according to Tom 
vQuinn. ARB chairman 


' As a result.” Quinn said, 
' doctors are noticing brain 
damage in those children ’ 
Quinn said the new regula­ 
tions require major oil compa­ 
nies to cut the amount of lead in 
gasoline to 1.4 grams per gallon 
by 1977, I O grams by 1978, 7 
grams bv 1979 and 4 grams by 
1980 
“We are not going to entirely 
remove lead,” Quinn said

panies to reduce the amount of 
lead over a period of several 
years.”

Their arrest for that slaying 
apparently caused the kidnap­ 
ing of Patricia Hearst Accord­ 
ing to SLA documents and Miss 
Hearses testimony, the terror­ 
ist group wanted her as a 
hostage to exchange for the 
release of Little and Remiro, 
known as "Bo” and "Osceola” 
in the SLA. 
They were on trial on charges 
of assault and attem pted 
murder for a gunfight with a 
Concord. Calif., policeman who 
halted their van, suspecting 
them of being burglars, leading 
to their arrest for killing 
Foster. 
According to trial testimony, 
Remiro fired the shots. Little, 
who did not shoot, was slightly 
wounded by a ricocheting 
bullet. 
The jurors reported earlier 
that they had reached a partial 
verdict. The judge told them to 
continue deliberations. He did 
so again when the verdict 
acquitting Little was read 
Thursday. 
The two face still another 
trial for possession of fire­ 
bombs and explosives. The 
judge Thursday scheduled a 
hearing for March 25 to set a

Britain 
REYKJAVIK, Iceland (UPI) 
— Iceland says its diplomatic 
break with Britain over the 
"cod war” could prompt a 
review of its North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization commit­ 
ments, but it will not affect the 
vital U S. tracking station 
monitoring Soviet military 
movement. 
Iceland broke relations 
Thursday because of Britain’s 
refusal to recognize Iceland’s 
claim to a 200-mile territorial 
fishing zone 
It was the first time two 
NATO members have broken 
relations and is the most 
serious incident within the 
defense organization since the 
Greek-Turkish crisis over Cy­ 
prus in 1974. 
(In London, Britain said it 
was ready to resume negotia­ 
tions or accept mediation at 
"any time, any place, at any 
level.” ) 
Icelandic Foreign Minister 
Einar Augustsson said Iceland 
"has discussed the possibility 
of reviewing Iceland's member­ 
ship in NATO, but no decision 
has yet been made." 
Some NATO sources said this 
was a threat to leave the 
organization, while others con­ 
sidered it only a move to get the 
B ritish to rem ove their 
warships from Icelandic wa­ 
ters. 
But Augustsson said the U.S. 
naval base at Kflavik was In no 
danger of being closed down 
and that the 3,300 American 
servicemen would continue 
tracking Soviet military move­ 
ment. 
In addition to Britain, the 
United States, Norway and 
NATO all expressed deep 
regret over the break. 


(In Brussels, NATO said 
Secretary General Joseph Luna 
was "ready and willing” to do 
his utmost to settle the dis­ 
pute.) 
In a statement after a cabinet 
meeting Thursday, Augustsson 
criticized Luns for not making 
"any concrete proposals” to 
solve the disagreement, al­ 
though Luns has visited both 
countries in the past as a 
mediator.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Anne Armstrong, who leaves 
next month for London as 
America's first woman ambas­ 
sador to the United Kingdom, 
says the United States and Bri­ 
tain share a common heritage 
that includes “true grit.” 
The Texas Republican leader 
was sworn in as ambassador 
Thursday in a White House 
ceremony attended by Presi­ 
dent Ford and the outgoing am­ 
bassador, Elliot Richardson, 
who was named Secretary of 
Commerce. 
"Betty is always needling me 
that I should appoint competent 
women to positions of high 
authority,” Ford said. “In Anne 
Armstrong I have done that.” 
‘‘Whenever she has done 
something, she has done it 
superbly,” said Ford, who 
reviewed the numerous govern­ 
ment positions held by the 48- 
year-old Vasser graduate. 
Mrs. Armstrong praised Ford 
as "the first chief of state to 
have enough confidence in 
women to name one to one of 
the world’s most outstanding 
posts.” 
Ford said Mrs. Armstrong 
was going to London while U.S. 
relations with Britain were 
"excellent.” 
Mrs. Armstrong agreed, say­ 
ing "my job is not to repair 
severed or frayed bonds, but to 
strengthen them.”

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Th* 
cameras were rolling on loca­ 
tion for “ Jigsaw John,’’ a 
television police series, when 
suddenly there was a blase of 
gunfire. Young men, wounded 
and bleeding, stumbled into the 
scene and collapsed. A guard 
traded shots with the gunman 
and both went down.

A student at a computer

The director of the Computer 
Learning Center, Bill Clutter, 
described Liebeskind as “ a 
very intense young man .. clean 
cut, short haired, a good 
student.” He had quarreled 
several times with another stu­ 
dent. Kenneth Pastore. Clutter 
said. 
Police said Liebeskind appar­ 
ently carried a 12-gauge shot­ 
gun into class Thursday in a 
box, assembling it during a 
quiz. 
Student 
Phannvel 
Gbewoyono, 22, said Liebeskind 
shouted, “ Pastore, stand up” 
and then the shooting began. 
“ The guy swiveled and fired 
again,” said student Fawez 
Zock. 32 “ Everyone started 
screaming ‘Help, Help.’ Every­ 
one got down on the floor un­ 
derneath their tables.’’ 
At a bank next door, the 
television crew was preparing 
to film a holdup scene when the 
wounded victims staggered out 
of the school, followed by the 
gunman, still firing.

Sheriff John W Carpenter, 
responding to a new Board of 
Supervisors’ directive calling 
on department heads to deter­ 
mine where they could slash 
budgets aimed toward a 25 per 
cent reduction, said he felt the 
county administration should 
first economize by getting rid 
of “ incompetents and drunks.” 
The sheriff’s candid outburst 
caused a stir among county 
authorities in the County 
Building Wednesday and there 
was speculation as to whether 
the sheriff would follow a direc­ 
tive which obviously incensed 
him. 
The proposal aimed at deter­ 
mining effects of a 25 per cent 
slash in department budgets 
where funding comes from 
county tax money entirely or

for the most part came from 
Supervisor Robert E. Kallman. 
Sheriff Carpenter made his 
comments outside the board 
meeting room. He said he 
wondered if Kallman were 
"serio u s” about such a 
proposal, and added that as he 
saw it it might have the effect 
of the county having to ter­ 
minate a number of "good 
employes” who were the last 
ones hired, while keeping 
veteran undesirables protected 
by Civil Service. 
Earlier, the department 
heads, including the sheriff, had 
submitted reports at the super­ 
visors’ request, outlining ef­ 
fects of two, five and IO per 
cent cuts on department ser­ 
vices and operations. Most 
department heads said the IO 
per cent cuts would be 
calamitoid. 
Asked about Carpenter’s 
statement, Kallman said "first 
of all. I am serious in making 
the proposal.” 
Kallman declared he was 
“ surprised” that the sheriff had 
said the proposal seemed 
foolish. 
As for "drunks and in­ 
competents,” Kallman pointed 
out that “ among some 3,200 
county employes there are 
bound to be some in those 
categories, but “ it is a difficult 
charge to prove.”

When a good basketball team goes bad, even for a relative­ 
ly short span of two games, a coach does not have to go far 
for help 
That’s what Harry Santos has discovered. A little over a 
week ago, Harry’s Cabrillo Conquistadores were 18-3 overall 
and all alone in first place in the Northern League. 
Two disastrous games later, the Conqs are 18-5 and all 
alone, period. 
'i'm not certain why we’re playing so badly,” says Santos, 
whose team has one more chance to redeem itself.

Meanwhile. Santos is busy fielding advice. 


“Everyone has their rumors and everyone has their 
solutions,” adds Santos. “I've heard everything. I just shake 
my head and admit that I don't have the solution. I don’t see 
why a team with players as talented as ours suddenly comes 
apart at the seams.” 
After Tuesday's one-sided loss to Arroyo Grande, the 
Cabrillo players held a meeting, without Santos, to talk 
things over. 


Santos wasn't sure how much effect the meeting had. 
“I won’t know until I see us perform Friday night,” he 
said. “It’s our last chance to either re-group, or ifs all 
over.”

Oregon overcame an 11-point deficit at 
Los Angeles to grab its eighth straight 
win and hand USC its lith straight loss in 
a 70-67 thriller. Greg Ballard and Ron 
Lee each had 19 for the Ducks. USC, now 
0-10 in the Pac Eight, was 11-1 when the 
loss streak started. 
Washington State moved to 6-4 with a 
98-85 win over Cal. Big Steve Puidokas, 
Ron Davis, and Norton Barnhill com­ 
bined for 73 of the victor’s points.

P ete R ozelle, above all, 
knows the game is less than 
sacrosanct. 
In Rozelle s 16 years as com 
missioner of the National Foot­ 
ball League, he has inspired and 
spearheaded such mutations in 
the normal order of things — to 
the horror of old-tim ers — as; 
Ballooning the league from 12 
teams to 28. exhuming the goal 
posts and sticking them IO 
yards back to the end-zone line. 
allowing more running room for 
punt r e tu r n e r s and p ass 
receivers, shoving kickoffs five 
yards back, steamlining the 
ball. sending tie gam es into sud­ 
den death ... 
A nd. not in c id e n ta lly , 
founding the commonlv-called 
R ozelle R ule, p e rh a p s as 
famous and discussed in its day 
as G resham ’s and Newton's and 
Hoyle s were in theirs. 
The Rozelle Rule may have 
been Rozelle’s greatest brain­ 
storm, and the source of his 
greatest grief. 
The rule is: When a player 
plays out the option on his con­ 
tract and opts to play for 
another team, that team must 
com pensate the firs t with 
m utually agreed player or 
players or cash. 
Players considered this con­ 
tinued re stric tio n on their 
freedom of movement which, in 
the past, has fettered them to 
one team unless traded or drop­ 
ped 
Players such as John 
Mackey and Joe Kapp have 
gone to court over this in 
headlined lawsuits. 
The NFL has been recently 
rocked with setbacks in court 
The latest was in Minneapolis 
when U S District Judge Earl 
Larson 
invalidated 
Rozelle’s 
Rule. 
The NFL plans an appeal Its 
contention is that, as Rozelle 
says. ‘We cannot have sports 
as we have it today if we have 
total free movement.” 
That is a guess and not a 
seam less axiom. There are 
some things we really cannot 
know unless we try them. 
Right now. team sports, in 
relation to players, is run out­ 
side the precepts of the United 
States Constitution. 
Virtually the last two areas 
limiting freedom of choice for 
adult citizens are pro sports and 
pro prisons. The remainder of 
us are perm uted to seek the 
best situation possible, to live 
where we wish, work where we 
can. and worship the coach of 


our choice 
Not so in pro sports, where 
the Mozelle Rule, and college 
drafts and reserve clauses and 
expansion pools, e x ist to 
shackle a player 
Yet all this may be best for 
the game and the players But 
we are not certain We know the 
players are profoundly dis­ 
enchanted with it 
It may be that, given the 
chance, all will scuttle like lem­ 
mings to cities of greatest com­ 
mercial opportunity, such as 
New York and Los Angeles and 
Chicago But we are not cer­ 
tain 
We know that Catfish Hunter, 
given a choice, chose New 
York But that Oscar Robertson 
chose Milwaukee and Mickey 
Lolich. when traded from 
Detroit to New York, sulked 
like Achilles in his cabin in Up­ 
per Michigan, and only after 
the most saccharine pleas did 
he consent to play in the Big Ap­ 
ple. 
The ideal in our society is 
“ the greatest good for the 
greatest num ber.” This in­ 
cludes fans and owners, of 
course, as well as players 
Sports has surely become a 
great spectator spectacle in 


America, gripping millions of 
followers Will they curl up and 
expire if. as Rozelle intimates, 
dem ocracy should encroach 
upon pro sports9 Well, society 
got along for ages without pm 
sports, happy with such diver­ 
sions as iion-feedings, jousts. 
C rusades, lynchings, bear- 
baitings. chicken-fightings, 
damsei-savings and the like. 
Shockingly, whole nations and 
cu ltu re s even today ex ist 
without pro sports structures. 
And what about the owners9 
They too have the right to make 
as much as they can — but not 
while suppressing the players’ 
right to seek same.

It would appear that if the 
State Legislature is looking for 
ways and means to save tax­ 
payer monies, they might look 
at their own expense-ridden 
offices. 
This comes to light this 
week in the first ever ac­ 
counting of the individual 
State Senate expenses which 
showed that it cost the tax­ 
payer $280,000 to maintain 
each of the 40 representatives.

The accounting showed that 
more than one dollar of each 
$10 spent maintaining senators 
last year went to the printing 
of newsletters to constituents, 
telephone bills and postal 
charges. 
The senators argue that the 
newsletter is a viable and 
le g itim a te way of c o m ­ 
municating with their con­ 
stituents. We would debate 


that soundly. In our opinion, 
the new sletter is nothing 
more, nothing less than a self- 
serving piece of literature that 
does little to satisfy the 
desires and curiosity of the 
constituent. For example, on 
the national level recently, 
Senator John Tunney was 
chastised by his colleagues for 
using the word “ I” hundreds 
of times in his recent newslet­ 
ter m ailing. 
T h at’s self- 
serving and we are glad he 
was caught. 
Most n e w sle tte rs f r om 
politicians are written and 
produced by slick, public rela­ 
tions artists. They are not the 
product of the representative 
himself. 
The ordinary media can in­ 
form the constituency much 
more objectively than the 
newsletter.

Punishing criminals 


From Hong Kong there is a report on 
the final hours on earth of two young 
men. convicted of brutal murders. They 
were given the traditional last meal of 
their choice Then they were driven to 
the prison compound and there a firing 
squad did its duty. A fairly routine ex­ 
perience. with this exception The whole 
of it was televised, and 
shown during prime 
time 
The authorities in 
Hong Kong have an­ 
nounced their deter­ 
m i n a t i o n 
to

something to check 
the grow ing crim e 
rate Well, they have 
certainly com e up 
w i th 
s o m e t h i n g 
original 
It would of 
c o u r s e 
be 
m o r e 
palatable if someone 
might arrange it so that the program 
went out on closed circuit tv into the liv­ 
ing quarters only of potential murderers. 
But it is this kind of fine tuning that 
always eludes you. The kind that raises 
disagreem ent between men of such 
original thought as Jam es Wilson of Har­ 
vard. and Ernest van den Haag of the 
New School for Social Research 
Mr Wilson's book, published last year. 
is called Thinking About Crime. Mr. van 
den Haag's, published a few weeks ago, 
is called Punishing Criminals: Concern­ 
ing a Very Old and Painful Question. It is 
a revelation, precisely because Mr. van 
den Haag is prepared first to digest 
current findings about penology, then, 
because he is sufficiently the craftsm an. 
to give these findings plainly, and finally 
because he is superbly skilled at asking 
just the right questions, anticipating the 
most dogged superstitions 
He and Professor Wilson agree on 
most of the fundamental points, notably 
that we have made no advances 
whatever in the art of rehabilitation, that 
although the incidence of crime may be 
greater among the poor this generality 
sheds no light whatever on the causal 
relation between poverty and crime. 
Both believe that sentences should be 
determ inate; with however an intriguing 
difference. 
Professor van den Haag 
believes a prison sentence should be 
based on what he calls a “categorical 
b asis/' 
Here is what he is talking about 
Forty-five per cent of all m urders are 
done by people less than 25 years old. and 
three-quarters of all crime by people 
who are less than 30. 
Now. since we do not know anything 
about rehabilitation, and since we have 
irrefutable evidence that recidivism is 
responsible for a huge , ercentage of 
crim e, we are faced with the problem: 
how should we deal with a repeat of­ 
fender found guilty of a second violent 
crim e? 
Let us suppose that at age 18 he robbed 
at gun point, and was given five years, 
paroled after three. Six months later, he 
robs again at gun point, and we are for­ 
tunate enough to catch him. He is con­ 
victed. Normally, he would be given the 
five years, and in some states the two 
y ears unserved from the previous 
sentence for violating his parole would 
be reinstated. Here, he would be eligible 
for fresh parole at about age 25. 
Under the categorical rule of Mr. van 
den Haag, the procedure would be 
changed. Until age 25 he would be kept in 
an orthodox prison, in which he would be 
s i m u l t a n e o u s l y 
p u n i s h e d 
a n d 
sequestered. Of course after that he 


could go somewhere else Throw in your 
own specifications here, if you will — to 
an island somewhere, perhaps; to a 
reservation, to which he would be free to 
take his family, and given a kind of in­ 
sular liberty. 
The point is. he would not be permitted 
to re-enter normal society until age 35— 
because it is after that age that the im ­ 
pulse to criminality drops sharply Mr. 
Van den Haag calculates, roughly, that if 
his plan were invoked, injustice would 
fall on 40 per cent of those sequestered. 
That is. 60 per cent of those sequestered 
would indeed commit violent crimes 
again But. like the Hong Kong television 
viewers, we cannot know which 60 per 
cent they are 
Professor Wilson declines to go along 
with a plan that would accept guaranteed 
injustice. Van den Haag, in his 
fascinating book, tells us we must revise 
the idea of justice; we must focus our 
concern on those statistically predic­ 
table victims who would not be spared, 
at the cost of the physical detention of 
two-time offenders. 40 per cent of whom 
would not have broken the law again. 
Which 40 per cent'* 
Once in a very long while a book takes 
th e 
r e a d e r t h r o u g h 
i n t r i c a t e 
philosophical and sociological thickets 
with assurance and cof&ncy. Mr. van den 
Haag has done it. and his book, and 
Professor Wilson's, should be closely 
read by everyone in America who is like­ 
ly victim of a crime; which means about 
70 per cent of the population.

The Federal Communications Com­ 
mission (Uncle Charlie) has recently 
taken two significant steps in helping to 
improve C B operation. 
I. They have declared that the eleven 
meter spectrum of the radio band can 
now be used as a hobby band and have 
liberalized the rules to help us do this. 
2 They have recently spent an enor­ 
mous amount of money on radio direc­ 
tion finding equpiment which will allow 
them to find and prosecute violators. 


How have they liberalized the laws? 
They’ve stated that we need only use our 
call signs at the beginning of a conversa­ 
tion and again when we clear. We don’t 
even need mention the second parties 
call We can now legally talk for a dis­ 
tance of 150 miles if we so desire and are 
allowed to raise our own omnidirectional 
antenna to a height of 60 feet to ac­ 
complish this.

Because of the many, recent incidents 
in our own community, we were ab­ 
solutely shocked not long ago when we 
picked up the Los Angeles Times and 
read on their opposite-editorial page an 
essay on the rationalization of graffiti 
writing on public and private buildings 
The essay was written by a Louis 
Torres who was iden­ 
tified as a Chicano 
Studies student at the 
University of Califor­ 
nia. Santa Barbara 
Torres’ treatise was 
rather simple. He con- 
s i d e r e d 
g r a f f i t i 
writing, or “placas/’ 
as he called them, “an 
im portant means of 
communication” 
and 
a way of saying. “ Hey. 
look! I am here. I ex­ 
ist.” 
He wfent on to write that he never did 
his first “placa” on a public wall until he 
was 25 years of age and that a wave of 
emotion swept over him when he had 
made his identification with a black 
spray paint can on a public building 
To some, no doubt, the essay was a 
gee-whiz view of spray-painted Chicano 
graffiti 
To others, it was a serious 
rationalization of a fad that has grown 
throughout California and even to Lom­ 
poc. 
The Los Angeles Times recently 
printed a series of letters on the subject 
of Torres. Not a single one was in his 
favor. 
Arthur Johnson of Glendale simply 
wrote: “ It was interesting to read 
Torres’ article on how 
his pride and 
proficiency is expressed by the minor 
violation of spray paint ‘placa.’ Please 
send me Torres’ address so that I may 
express my pride and proficiency on his 
house.” 


Suzanne Patrusky really hit it on the 
head in her letter which read, in part: 
“Good for you, Torres — you have 
rationalized vandalism and destruction 
of another’s property by stating that 
despite police harassm ent and brutal 
psychological scarring ip the schools, 
etc . the placa' shows that Chicanos do 
endure This endorsement is for pride in 
something negative. You are endorsing 
your placa' and hundreds of thousands 
of others like it around Los Angeles. I 
think it is a vote for ugliness, deface­ 
ment and disrespect for the environment 
of all the people.’” 


We would certainly hope that those 
responsible for the “ placas” around 
Lompoc get the message soon that their 
form of “expression” is “ vandalism.”

Behind 
the smile 
Atlanta. Ga. - (NEA) - There was a 
time when Lester Maddox thought well 
of Jimmy Carter. And apparently vice 
versa 
They w ere co m p etito rs for 
Georgia's 1966 D em ocratic guber­ 
natorial nomination, but not fierce 
ad v ersaries. Maddox recalling the 
peanut farm er as “a nice fellow.’ And in 
1970 they were cozy 
enough to team up on 
the same statehouse 
t icket , he a de d by 
C a r t e r , both men 
traveling the stump 
s a y i n g 
k in d 
a n d 
laudatory things about 
each other. 
Then, shortly after 
Carter moved into the 
governor’s mansion, 
he passed the word 
that 
his political 
relationship with ‘ole 
Lester was merely a m arriage of con­ 
venience. “ He started saying he was 
friendly to me only to win the election," 
Maddox says. “ He started to talk about 
me behind my back. One day he called 
me into his office and told me right out 
that if I ever opposed him on any issue, 
he'd fight me with the full government 
resources of the state of Georgia.’’ 
So it is that Lester Maddox became 
perhaps the most vilipendious public 
enemv of the man who is now thought by 
some to be the leading Democratic can­ 
didate for the presidency. “ He’s two­ 
faced.” says Maddox of Carter, “ he’s the 
biggest phony I’ve ever known, and I just 
hope to God the American people find it 
out before ifs too late'' 
Phony? Jimmy C arter? The accusa­ 
tion is not easy to digest. The quiet 
Georgia gentlem an, a “ born-again 
Christian*’ as he says it without discom­ 
fort. seems the antithesis of deceit. Yet 
even allowing for the customary ex­ 
aggerations of the eccentric Maddox, a 
brief review of C arter’s four years as 
Georgia governor hints of evidence that 
his idea of leadership can be at odds with 
fidelity and even democracy. 
Some of Maddox’s charges are thin. He 
says as governor C arter would “ lie 
openly” about such m atters as the 
number of people who attend his in­ 
augural address, multiplying the real 
figures (4.000-5.000) by as much as two. 
Aside from this fluff, Maddox makes a 
good case for the argum ent that Carter 
ran a redneck campaign when it served 
him. and waxed enlightenment when the 
course became more profitable: 
“ Besides all the nice things he said 
about me. he also worked hard to get an 
endorsement from George Wallace. He 
used form er Gov. Marvin Griffin, who’s 
friendly with Wallace, for this purpose. 
Since, then, he’s denied having anything 
to do with politics of that sort.” 
So far as his leadership was concerned, 
Maddox remembers C arter as being “ex­ 
pensive and contrary.” He says C arter’s 
reorganization of state government (he 
consolidated 300 agencies into 22) cost 
the state “some $300-400 million.” He 
says C arter added more $20,000-and- 
above executives to government in his 
four years “than were named in the en­ 
tire previous history of the state.” He 
says C arter instituted an early retire­ 
ment “ bribe” for judges which doubled 
their pensions if they accepted — “all so 
he could appoint his friends to the vacan­ 
cies.” 
Though no doubt colored. Maddox’s ac­ 
cusations are not inventions. The idea 
that Carter is a political opportunist with 
dictatorial tendencies is widely shared in 
Georgia. Another bitter critic, in fact, is 
one-time Carter supporter Tom Murphy, 
presently speaker of the Georgia House. 
Murphy says he backed Carter in 1966 
and again in 1970, “but I had to give up 
when it became clear he just isn’t the 
fellow he says he is. He’s fooled a whole 
lot of people that way.” 
* As governor, says Murphy, Carter 
“ tried to run the state the same way he 
once commanded a Navy submarine — 
his way or else. He never asked for any 
advice, any suggestions, he just gave 
orders. Consequently his relationship 
with the Legislature was very bad.” So 
bad. reportedly, that Carter once tried to 
steal the power from the Georgia Senate 
to appoint its com m ittee chairmen. Mad­ 
dox, as president of the Senate then, and 
the man who eventually blocked the 
grab, says the incident “exposed Carter 
once and for all for what he is, whatever 
that is, and I admit I don’t really know 
what in heck he is.” 
Actually, few in the nation know what 
the heck Jimmy C arter is. Perhaps the 
best we can hope to know is what he has 
been: good man and bad. Born again or 
not, there are no seraphs running for 
president.
